Victory for W. B, Hearst. 


The case of the interstate commerce 


commission against Baird, commonly 
known as the anthracite coal case, was 
decided by the supreme court of the 
United States on Monday in favor of 
the contentions of the commission, the 
decision of the United States circuit 
court for the southern district of New 
York being reversed. This is the case 
instituted before the commission by 
W. E. Hearst, of New York, who al- 
leged discrimination by the railroad 
companies which reached the anthra- 
cite coal mines in Pennsylvania. Dur- 
ing the hearing some of the witnesses 
refused to produce certain contracts 
bearing upon the business of the rail- 
road companies and the coal mines, 
which action was upheld by the circuit 
court of New York. The United States 
supreme court held that the contracts 
should have been supplied. The opin- 
ion was handed down by Justice Day.

The senior United 
States senator from 
Kansas, J o s e p h 
Ralph Barton, has 
b r o u g h t disgrace 


upon the highest legislative bcdy of 
one of the moit enlightened nations of 
the world. A jury of. his peers has 
idjudged him guilty of using his offi- 
cial influence for pay to help along 
with the poatoffice 
department the 


Ei»lto Grain and Securities company, 
which was threatened with exclusion 
from the malls under a fraud order. 
The summary ol the evidence against 
Senator Burton follows: 


I. In November, 1902, Burton ac- 


cepted a proposition to become general 
counsel of the Kialto Grain and Securi- 
ties company, a concern whose opera- 
tions at the time were under the 
scrutiny of postoffice officials. 


II. 
He demanded 82,500 for his ser 


vices, but was satisfied to be paid in 
monthly installments of $500 each. 


III. 
Soonafterhisemploymentitde- 


veloped that the federal grand jury 
was investigating the Brooks Broker- 
age company, with which Maj. Hugh 


C. Dennis, president of the Rialto com- 
pany, had been associated. 


IV 
In December, 1902, Dennis was 


indicted and appealed to Burton for

Mark VIII: 27-88. 


GOLDEN TEXT.—"Thou art the Christ, the 


Bon of the living God." Matt. 16:16. 


Jesus and His disciples came to Betb- 


saida. Here seme people brought a 
blind man to Him and bogged Him to 
touch him.

This extra call is 
nevar used in the fi*e department ex- 
cept in great and unusual calamities;

vindicated by the result. Forty nine 
engines, trucks and hose carts lined 
Broadway; it was a display of power 
fiat in all probability will not be seen 
again by the present generation.

much of himself phyucally,&ft2r start- 
ing with a vary poor natural equip- 
ment, s»y that he attributed a great 
deal of his sound condition to the fixed 
periods at which he took food. 
"I 


find it better," he said, "to break my 
fast at dinner-time by a sandwich, 
when I c&nnot have a full meal, than 
to wait for an hour or two for my rej? 
ular dinner. The stomech is a creature 
of habit and if you take liberties witb 
it you are bound to make it uncomfort- 
able sooner or later." 


Acother man of siorlat pxoerience 


said later, in my hearing, that th-re 
was notVng worse for one than irreg- 
ular exercise. '-These wom?n who 
start cut and walk seven miles in one 
afternoon and then t«.ke no mjre v.g 
orous exercise for a week, do them- 
selves more tarm thsn good,'' he df- 
clued. "The rrgularity more than 
tbe amount of the exercise is what 
works benefit." 


Which leads to tbe nec:ssity for ex 


ercise, and regular ex->rc;se at that No 
one can afford to get along without it. 
The man or woman who wishes to pre- 
serve health must not miss it, while 
the man or woman who desires to re 
store health must be even more assidu- 
ous The women who allow themselves 
to become run down must recuperate 
by other means than physic. Promi- 
nent among these stands rational exer- 
ci5e. It matters comparatively little

Half as much time spent in the fresh 
air would be of twice as much value. 


Because of the growing appreciation 


of fresh air exercise among physicians 
and students of hygiene everywhere I 
am glad to see the returning and in- 
creasing interest in the bicycle, as tes- 
tified to by public opinion and the ad- 
vertising columns of the daily press 
mnd of other publ'cations. Physicians 
tell us that, rightfully used, a wheel 
is one of the best friends of the grown 
or ungrown person who wishes to take 
outdoor exercise, because it not only 
gives play to the muscles of the body 
but furnishes to the rider the sense of 
doing something and getting some- 
where.

exercise for exercise's sake is that it 
must seem futile and dull to the busy 
woman or man who does everything 
else with some object in view.

The 
popularity of the vainub system1! of 
physical training is a good indication 
and raanv of these schools seem to have 
accomp'ished good. 
They stand for 


much in their respective lines. It is 
rather unusual in that the ethical side 
is made of paramount importance, 


Many women, young and old, would 


be materially 
benefited in general 


health, p^se of bDdy, clearness of com- 
p'exion and keenness of mind by & 
course of miderite physical training 
under a gu'dincs which gives proper 
cins'deration to individual needs. Phy- 
sical culture teachers insist upon regu- 
larity as a fundamental part of the 
physical training they direct. 


Similar regularity is essential so far 


as sleep is concerned for those who 
wish to keep their health. 
I do not 


mean by this that a fixed hour for re- 
tiring must be immutable in the case 
of adults—although it is a pity they 
cannot submit themselves to some such 
standard. While the exigencies of life 
forbid this, they permit a reasonable 
amount of rule and precept concerning 
slumber. There are few women who can- 
not maintain a tolerably strict regimen 
so far as habits o( sleep are concerned. 
The mothers of little children must 
resign themselves to broken nights, 
but the m<t;prity of wives and mothers, 
and still more, the younger women, 
may have a fixed time for retiring and 
adhere to this with some degree of 
strictness. It is very well to allot "six 
hoars of sleep to a man, seven to a 
woman at*d eight to a fool," as the old 
proverb runs, but the so-called fool's 
allowance is none too much for the 
greater part of mankind and woman- 
kind. 


Besides this there are other health 


considerations to be borne in mind. 
Dress is among them. A well-known 
physician in an English medical jour- 
nal has written recently against the 
evil of tight lacing and has laid to this 
much of woman's ill temper. 
The 


writer, who is a woman and evidently 
knows whereof she speaks, tells of the 
compressed organs, the restricted blocd 
vessels, the hampered neivas, and de- 
clares it is no wonder that the average 
woman is irritable and impatient. It 
is said that there was never yet a 
wom^n who would confess to lacing 
tightly, but, in confidential conclave, 
they will sometimes own that perhaps 
the laces are once in a while drawn 
more snugly than is altogether comfor- 
table—always by accident, of CDurse!

What has Faith learned from Science? 
Just this—that in all matters which 
lie within the range of human exper- 
ience, the increasing knowledge of 
Science is our only guide. But immor- 
tality does not lie within the range 
of human experience and, therefore, 
Science can neither affirm nor dany it. 
"But," says the materialist, "to believe 
in anything which lies without the 
range of human experience is an ab- 
surdity." On the contrary,scarcely a 
year passes which does not give us 
proof of realities of which we had 
never before dreamed. There is no 
faith so unwarranted as that of the 
materialist who assumes that the soul 
is not a fact because none has seen it 
under a microscope. 


THE 30UL THE HABPEB. 


John Fiske, in his address, "The Life 


Everlasting," 
meets the materialist 


in his stronghold. 
He analyzes the 


doctrine which holds that conscious- 
ness, or the soul, is a result of molecu- 
lar nntion in the nerve centers.

tillage Is given.

Sprinkling the eggs with 


hot water helps the hatching process. 
If they fall to make any headway in 
getting out after the eggs have been 
pipped several hours, the shell should 
be gently loosened enough for them to 
get their heads out. 


It Is easy for the amateur to test 


duck eggs on the nfth or sixth day. 
The big germs show up plainly then. 
There are likely to be several Infertile 
eggs unless the ducks are very healtliy 
and active, and we like to dispose of 
them early, which makes the trays 
lighter to handle. 


Four weeks seem a good while to 


wait and care for the machine and 
eggs, but one feels amply repaid when 
a number of big, soft, cute fellows 
make their appearance. 
There Is no 


prettier sight than a machine full of 
ducks. They soon grow ugly, but there 
is money In them when they are right- 
ly managed, because they grow quick- 
er than chickens or turkeys and are 
hardier. 
Young ducks, like pigs, ar< 


neither profitable nor satisfactory if 
given the range of the garden or yard, 
leep the ducklings in a roomy, grass} 
ot, surrounded with duck proof fence. 
t won't do to give them their free- 
dom. 


Ducks will not lay so many eggs as 


they should if frightened by dogs or 
ither disturbing iullnences. They must 
be carefullj shut in every night for 
they will e? -upe if there Is a possibility. 
Ihen the eggs will be widely scattered. 
A flock of twenty-live or thirty ducks 
will more than pay for themselves 111 
eggs during the spring months if care- 
'ully looked after. We know whereof 
we speak, having had experience in thla 
branch of the poultry business.— Ohio 
Farmer.
